What Millage Defeat Means to School 


Editor's Note: The following 
is the first of a series of 
interviews with Supt. Fraser 
Dean and Business Manager, 
Pau! Lerg on the outlook of the 
school issue following — the 
defeat of the millage renewai, 
by Michael Delp. Avalanche 
stalf writer.

Was the June 14 vote a 
millage renewal o7 an increase? 

The millage that we voted on 
June 14 was a renewal af 915 
mills that expired this year 
There has been a jot of confu- 
sion about the wording of the 
ballot. Once a miliage expires tt

can only be brought back to its 
former level by having the ballot 
say, “shall the millage be in- 
creased”, but there was no 
mcrease, actually there was 2 
decrease in the school’s oper- 
ating millage because of the 
noney lost at the allocation 
board. 

How did the millage defeat 
affect the school budget for 
next year? 

The pivjected budget after 
the ioss of four tenths af a mill 
at the allocation board was for 


$2,428.000. That was an in- 
crease of about $20,000 aver the 
preceding year, which was 


really only about a 1% increase. 
When we fost the 9.15 milfs that 
meant that roughly a million 
dollars had to be cut out of the 
tudget. Then. the figures sup- 
plied by the Michigan Employ- 
ment Securty Commission as 
far as how much money we had 
1o pul imto escrow were 
$530,000. In essence, the toss 
of the millage cost the district, 
the f milhon plus the $530,000 
which reduced our budget to 
about $900,000. We have the 
same projected school opera- 
tion next year as we had this 
year and the millage loss meant 
that we had lost 60% of our 
revenue. and it meant. of 
course, that we had to lay off 
substantial numbers of staff. 
Exactly how many staff mem- 
bers were “pink stipped” and 
what procedure was followed? 
We had a total of 66 staff 
members “pink slipped". Tere 
were really two procedures. 


Back in April we knew the 
millage would expire this year 
and the state insists that if you 
can't balance your budget you 
have to cul staff. Probationary 
sialf has to be cut 60 days 
before the end of the school 
year because of the nature of 
the tenure act. So. we laid oft 25 
probationary teachers in April. 
They were nat laid off until the 
close of the school year and had 
the millage passed. they all 
would have been re-hised. Then. 
after the June election and the 
millage failure. and we had 


developed our alternative bud. 
get using the $800.006 left. and 
putting the $530,000 1n escrow.

we were only able to retain a 
total of 29 staff members. That 
meant that an additional 41 staff 
members had to be laid off. 
Those were atl tenure teachers 
who had several more years of 
experience. That left us 29 
teachers all af whom have been 
in the district at least seven 
years or more, 

Briefly, descrihe what mea- 
sures have been taken by the 
school doard in light of the June 
14 millage defeat. 

The first thing. of rourse was 
to fav off staff 
stipulations of tne tenure laws 
We also have in excess of 66

TV Violence

Does TV violence encourage 
aggression? That's a question 
Parents have been asking since 
the beginning of “prime time.” 

Observing TV violence CAN 
make children more willing to 
hurt others, more aggressive in 
their play, and more Sikely to 
choose aggression as the pre- 
ferred way to cope with the 
conflict situations. 

During each hour of prime 
time (8-14 p.m. except Sunday) 
there are about eight violent 
acts shown on the three net- 
works. 

Research in 1971 showed that 
in the U.S. virtuatly 100% of all 
the cartoons intended for cnild- 
ren, 90% of all films on TV an 
70% of the series, serials, and 
situation comedies contained 
violence! 

Even more significant--vio- 
lence is the single most fre- 
quent way characters resolve a 
conflict. Using violence to solve 
a problem is especially preva- 
lent in cartoons. 

Children can learn the be- 
haviors they see. They pay more 
attention to behavior that ap- 
pears in an emotionally charged 
situation, a setting 9f action 
and excitement. And iiai's ihe 
setting in which violence most 
often occurs. 

Often. the violence is com- 
mitted by a hero-modei. The 
“Batman” program of a few 
years back is an example of a 
hero-model who wins by using 
violence. 

Now, the question is, do kids 
teally copy what they see on 
TV? Researchers asked a group 
of first graders that question. 
More than 60% said yes. And 
advent':"e “action” snows were 
the ones iy cep rt imitating 

Just for your own informa- 
tion, for the next week keep a 
record of the number of hours 
your children watch TV. Also 
note what kind of activity 
crosses the screen. 

We may all readily agree that 
there is a great deal of violence 
in television programming; but 
does that TV violence have any 
effect on a child's behavior in 
real life? 

Or. Bradley Greenberg, Mich- 
igan State University professor 
of communication, conducted 
studies on 4th, 5th and 6th 
grader's aggressive attitudes. 
His findings are an alert to 
parents: the more programs 
featuring violence the children 
watched, the more willing they 
were to solve problems by 
aggression. And the more they 
perceived violence to be affec- 
tive. 

In another study, a group of 
5-9 year olds were shown a 
seament of the “Untouchables”, 
a tormerly popular show judged 
violent. Another group viewed a 
trac race segment (non-violent). 
then tite children were placed in 
a situation where pressing one 
button would “heip” a child in 
the next room play a game, and 
Pressing a difterenct button 
would “hurt” the child. Repeat- 
edy, those children wie had 
viewed the violent segment 
chose to hurt rather than help. 
The same children were then 
observed during free play. A- 
gain, those who had watched 
the violent TV episode commit- 
ted more aggressive acts. 

Children will continue to 
watch TV. And violent TV 
programming “sells”. So what 
can parents do? One positive 
step parents can take is to

Also, exposing child- 
ren to the very rea! negative 
aspects of violence will give 
them a more realistic picture to 
balance with the glorified fight 
episodes or carloons where the 
tow! blows-up the immortal fox.

The flags of Michigan's counties, which are illustrated 
with the county sketches on the pages following, were 
created by the J.L. Hudson Company with the active 
cooperation of Michigan county school commissioners, 
Michigan County Clerks, Michigan newspaper editors and 
publishers, chambers of commerce groups and others. 
The designs selected represent industrial activities, 
famous landmarks, natural resources, recreational 
facilities, historical events and civic projects. These 
designs were embodied in a complete set of 83 flags, each 
5 by 8 feet in size, made of silk and in colors, and 
exhibited at The Hudson Store during September, 1940. 


Crawtord County is one of the least popufous in 
Michigan, and has the second lowest agricultural - 
development in the state. In 1818 Governor Cass 
established a Grawford Cbunty in Wisconsin, which was 
then 2 part of Michigan ferritory. Present-day Crawford 
was set off in 1840 and named SHAWONO. In 1843 the 
name Crawford was substituted, whether in memory of 
the former Crawford County, or in honor of Colonel 
Crawford, friend of Washington, who perished at the stake 
in northern Ohio in 1782, is uncertain. Near Grayling the 
AuSable and Manistee Rivers are only a few miles apart, 


thereby furnishing an almost direct and continuous 


waterway across the Lower Peninsula. Near Grayling is 
the training ground of the Michiaan National Guard.

Hire Septic Tank 
leaner 
With Care 


by Willard E. Bosserman 

A polite but firm “no” is your 
best answer if someone comes 
to your door offering septic tank 
cleaning services. 

Jim Boyd, Michigan State 
University Extension housing 
specialist, reports that door-to- 
door solicitation for septic tank 
pumping is occurring in some 
Michigan counties. Reputable, 
licensed cleaners do not solicit 
business in this way, he says, 
and the Michigan Septic Tank 
Association has declared door- 
to-door solicitation an unethical 
practice. 

Before hiring a cleaner to 
pump a septic tank, be sure he 
has a Department of Health 
umber and check with the local 
health department to be sure 
the operator is legitimate. 

Beware of a septic tank 
cleaner who charges by the 
pound removed, Boyd warns. 
Charging by the pound would 
involve a weight certificate with 
before and after weights deter- 
mined by a state-certified scale. 
Check with your local health 
department to see how charges 
should be figured. 

Don’t wait until cold weather 
to have your septic tank clean- 
ed, Boyd advises. The material 
is usually removed from the 
tank and plowed into the 
ground, If the ground is frozen, 
arrangaments must be made 
with a municipal sewage plant 
to take the material.

She doesn’t even think it’s funny 
when ! tell people she is going to stay in 
that choir until they give her a solo. 

The reason for hearing two sermons 
in one day was The Graduate, my son. 

He and the other grads from our 
church, and their parents, were honored 
at a breakfast before the morning 
service. lt was impossible to eat and 
run, because of the handcuffs, so | 
heard sermon No. 1. 

Baccalaureate was that evening in the 
high school, which meant sermon No. 
2. It was a nice coincidence that our 
minister had been invited to speak. He 
is good, and it was really no terrible 
chore to attend a double feature. In fact, 
my wife could have unlocked the cuffs 
and | would.have stayed on a trusty 
Siatus. 

But my dumb mind would have 
wandered at the Sermon on the Mount. 
So, despite the minister's eloquence, | 
had two unholy thoughts while he 
spoke. 

| wondered if there were any atheists 
among the 480 graduates in my son's 
class. And | wondered why it had to be 
so quiet on the basketball court. 

Madalyn O’Hair is the nation’s most 
famous aiheisi. Recently i chided her 
for trying to stop Detroit city employees 
from praying on public property. | said 
the alleged violation of the church-state 
separation was so minimal and elusive 
as to be laughable, and hardly worth the 
time of such a high-powered anti- 
Christian as Ms O'Hair. 

But | would not laugh if she aimed her 
guns at my son's baccalaureate, held in 
the public schoot gym.

The East Michigan Tourism Association reports that Michigan’s 
tourist travel is 10% - 12% lower than last years level tor May - June 
1976, this despite the rise in gasotine sales. The East Coast 
Bi-Centennial “draw” is believed to account for much of the drop. 
1975 was a record year for tourism. A drop-off in Bi-Centennial 
interest is anticipated for after July 4th.

At the top of just about 
everybody's list of heroic epi- 
sodes of the American Revolu- 
tion are Benedict Arnold's 1775 
march to Quebec and George 
Rogers Clark’s expedition a- 
gainst Vincennes in 1779. 

The valiant but exhausting 
effort by Arnold and his troops 
ended in disaster, and ultimate- 
ly the brilliant rebel general 
himself was to become a turn- 
coat. Clark's equally inspiring 
February of 1779, on the other 
hand, attained its objective — 
the capture of Fort Sackville 
at Vincennes and of British Lt. 
Gov. Henry Hamilton. 

The stage had been set for a 
showdown in the West when 
Hamilton culminated an im- 
pressive march of his own from 
Detroit to Vincennes earlier that 
winter. Clark was at the time in 
Kaskaskia. Between the rival 
leaders lay 180 miles of wilder- 
ness, much of it flooded. 
Hamilton, rather than continu- 
ing westward after his success 
at Vincennes in December of 
1778, decided to wait for sup- 
plies and additional troops for 
an assault in the spring on the 
Americans in the itlinois coun- 
try, 

Clark, however, determined 
to mount an attack on the 
British although he could raise 
a force of only about 200 men 
for the mission. Forty under Lt. 
John Rogers embarked on Feb- 
tuary 5 aboard the Willing, a 
row-galley armed with two four- 
pounders and four swivels. 
Their mission was to proceed 
down the Mississippi to the 
Ohio and then to go up that river 
to the Wabash and to take up a 
position below Vincennes so as 
to block this potential British 
escape route to the south. Two 
days later Clark led an army of 
172 soldiers, about half of them 
French, out of Kaskaskia. 

Keeping the spirits of the 
men buoyed during the first 
week of the march wasn’t 
difficult. The going was sloshy, 
but there was considerable mer- 
riment at the end of each day's 
travel. Each evening the men 


.. gathered around huge campfires 
io feast on buffalo meat and 


other game and then to sing and 
dance. Bul on the 13th of 
February the tiny army reached 
a branch of the Little Wabash 
River, and from this point on the 
toute was almost completely 
under water. 

Here the tloaded branches of 
the Wabash — normally three 
miles apart — had merged to 
form a huge stream five miles 
wide and three feet deep in the 
shallowest areas of the plain 


between them. A large canoe: 


was built to ferry the men 
across the swollen rivers, and a 
scaffold was erected at the far 
side of the first branch to 
temporarily hold the supplies 
above water. After the men had 


transcorted

first branch, the baggage was 
taken across and placed on the 
scaffold. Next the pack-horses 
swam the river to the scaffold 
where they stood in the three- 
foot-deep water while they were 
loaded. The men and horses 
marched through the water to 
the second branch of the 
Wabash where the process was 
repeated. Clark credited the 
humorous antics of a drummer, 
who at times used his drum as a 
boat, for helping to keep the 
troops in good spirits during the 
difficult three days that it took 
to cover the five-mile stretch of 
water. 

Late in the day on the 17th 
Clark’s army reached the Em- 
barras River which was so deep 
that it couldn't be forded. They 
spent that night on a high spot 
from which the had 
receded and early the next day 
heard the morning gun at Fort 
Sackville. which was just nine 
miles away. Foilowing the 
Embarras down to the Wabash, 
they remained at the junction of 
the rivers for two days while 
scouts were sent toward Vin- 
cennes to obtain information 
and, if possibie, to sieal boais. 
Another party was dispatched 
down the Wabash in a canoe 
with orders for Rogers to bring 
up the Willing as soon as 
possible. 

Since there was little game in 
this flooded region, the men 
had no food and Clark had all he 
could do to keep some from 
deserting. At mid-day on the 
20th the Americans captured 
tive hunters who were going 
down the river and learned from 
them that the approach of the 
rebels had been undetected and 
that the French: at Vincennes 
were sympathetic to their cause. 

‘On the next day ‘the’ ‘troops 
were ferried across the Wabash, 
but the horses were left behind. 
Moving forward through water 
that at times was up to their 
shoulders, they progressed 3 
miles where they found a hill on 
which they could spend the 
night.

they plunged on through the 
water, making three miles on 
the 22nd and again camped on a 
hitl. On the 23rd Clark ordered 
an officer and 25 men to take up 
the rear and to shoot anyone 
who refused to march. Walking 
through water covered with a 
half-inch layer of ice, they 
started out across Horse Shoe 
Piain, now a shallow lake four 
miles across. Several of the 
men, unable to continue on 
foot, had to be tvansportcd in 
canoes. When they reaches a 
deeper, many / grasped branches 
and fivating logs tc keep from 
drowning. Finally, they came to 
a dry area. 

The worst was now behind 
them, and a stroke of luck 
provided them with a meal. 
Some squaws paddling by in a 
canoe were overtaken, and in 
the canoe was a quarter of a 
buffalo from which broth was 
made. The little army resumed 
the march in the afternoon and 
was soon within view of its 


destination.

FOR 1976-1977 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting on 
Juns 11, 1975, under authority of Secs. 1, 2 and 3 of Act 230, 
P.A. 1925, as amended, and Chapter §, Sec, 1, Act 286, P.A. 
1929, as amended, established rules for the taking of bobcats 
in the winter and spring of 1976-1977, as follows: 


1. SEASONS 
Zone 1: Hunting and trapping, October 25 through March 31 
Zone 2: Hunting only, January 1 through February 28 

Zone 3: Closed to hunting and trapping 


2. AREAS 
Zone 1 - The Upper Peninsula, except Bois Blanc taland which 
will be included under Zone 2 regulations. 


Zone 2- Cheboygan, Presque Isle, Otsego, Montmorency, and 
Alpena counties. 


3. REGISTRATION 
Any person killing a bobeat under authority of a valid hunting 
or trapping license shall present the bobcat at a Department of 
Natura!
